TRIPS ABROAD 

Action Taken In Hopes 
Of Cutting Back 
U.S. Deficit

Washington. April 4— A bill to| 
impose a 5 per cent^tax on air- 
plane tickets to foreign coun-| 
tries was approved by Die 
House today by a 279-to-102 votc| 
with the hope of making a mod- 
est dent in the nation's multi- 
billion-dollar deficit in its bal- 
ance of payments. 

The measure also whittles] 
dawn drastically the amount of 
goods a traveling citizen mayl 
bring in duty-free from abroad. 
It now goes to Die Senate for 
action. 

Originally the Administration, 
as a part of its program to re- 
duce the payments deficit, 
asked for a stiff lax on citizens' 
expenditures abroad as well as 
a ticket tax. The House Ways 
and Means Committee deferred 
action on the expenditures part 
of the President's request after 
hearing extensive testimony 
from travel organizations.! 
teachers, spokesmen for avia- 
tion concerns and others. 
Exemptions Reduced 

The tax on airline tickets for 
foreign travel and the changes 
duty-free exemptions were 
expected to reduce the balance- 
of -payments deficit by 
$140,000,000. 

Changes in the customs regu- 
lations for tourists would be: 

1. The personal exemption for 
elurning residents would be re- 
duced from $100 to $50 on a per- 
manent basis, and for the peri- 
od up to October 16, 1969, the al- 
lowance would be cut to $10.

SATURN RIDES 
TO ORBIT WITH 
3 ENGINES OUT 

Misfirings In Key Test 
May Delay Manned 
Moon Landing

Cape Kennedy, April 4— The 
Saturn 5 rocket was successful-, 
ly launched here today but 
failed to achieve proper firing] 
of its two upper stages, which 
may slow the pace of the na-i 
lion's program to land men on 
the moon in this decade. 

It was the first serious set-] 
back in a Saturn flight record! 
that began with the launching of 
the comparatively small Saturn! 
1 rocket October 27, 1961, and; 
reached its high point last No-1 
vember 9 with the initial flight I 
of the enormous Saturn 5. The j 
November flight was virtually 
flawless. 

Dr. George E. Mueller, head 
of the manned space flight pro- 
gram for the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration, 
tonight described this second | 
iSaturn 5 flight as “on balance, 
|a most successful mission." 

Mueller said later, however, 
that NASA would list the flight! 
as a failure in its annual report I 
to Congress. He explained that 
anything less than 100 per cent 
success is reported as a failure 
to Congress. 

, Today's launching, sixteenth! 
in .the Saturn series, was to 
have qualified the 281-foot rock- 
jet for manned flight, possibly as 
early as this October. 

2 Engines Shut Down 
However, about eight minutes! 
after the 7 A M. launching, two 
of the five engines in the second 
stage of the rocket shut down. 
The cause of (he problem was 
not immediately determined. | 
Despile the loss of this power 
the Saturn 5 was able to tarry 
its payload, a pilotless Apolloj

Hit In Neck, He Dies 
Within Hour; Police 
Hold 2 Suspects 

Memphis. April 4 W — The 
Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., the apostle of non-violence 
in the American civil rights 
movement, was killed by a snip- 
er's bullet here tonight. 

Dr. King, 39. was shot in Die 
neck as lie stood on the balcony 
of a motel. He died less than 
an hour later in St. Joseph Hos- 
pital. 

Gov. Buford Ellington im- 
mediately ordered 4 000 National 
Guard troops back into. the city. 

A curfew, which was clamped 
on Memphis after a King-led 
march turned into a riot a week 
ago, was reimposed. . 

Police said incidents of vio- 
lence, including several fire 
bombings, were reported fol- 
lowing Dr. King's death. 

Dr. King, the 1964 Nobel Peace 
winner, had come to lead pro- . 
tests in behalf of the city’s 1.300 
striking garbage workers, most ' 
of them Negroes, when he was 
shot. 

Assassin "In Flophouse" 

Police said early investigation 
indicated the assassin was a ■ 
white male, who was "50 to 100 
yards away in a flophouse." , 
They said they had no definite 
leads, but that two men were 
arrested several blocks from 
the motel. 

Police also said they found a 
-0-.06 rifle on Main street about 
one block from the motel, but 
it was not confirmed whether ' 
this was the weapon that killed 
Dr. King. 

An aide who was standing 
nearby said Die shot hit Dr. 
King in the neck and lower right 
] part ot his face.

The meeting had been ar- 
ranged in a whispered conver- 
sation between Goldberg and] 
the President during the cathe- 
dral ceremonies and details 
were worked out by telephone 
as the President's motorcade 
progressed to Sheep Meadow 
and the waiting helicopters.

Pacific Splash-Down 
Apollo's flight ended shortly 
before 5 P.M. when the com- 
mand module splashed down in 
the Pacific, northwest of the 
Hawaiian Islands. 

The command module, low- 
ered to earth on parachutes, 
had separated from the service 
module at 4.35 P.M., and from' 
the lunar module much earlier] 
in the flight. 

The command module's entry 
into the atmosphere was a test 
of its heat shield. Heat builds] 
up around the spacecraft be-' 
cause of friction with small par-! 
tides in the atmosphere.
